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R. J. Smith noted that the two U.S. servicemen recently freed by the 
Viet Cong were, according to Press reports, making pro-Viet Cong/NVN 
remarks. He tabled a report on air-to-air missiles in NVN. 

Kent reported on a meeting at NASA yesterday. He noted that the Indo- 
Pak Estimate would undergo a clean-up session today and would be before
